ſheweth thatthe certaineforetelling of chingsfuture, doth 
manifeſt a diuine , whereof theſe diveliſh ſpirits are 
not partakers: for had theſe vvicked ſpirits ſuch a 
inthem, —_— to knowe and foretellſuchthings as 
wereto come; oue ofall doubt they would then have given 
ſuch certaine, plaine, and vndoubted Oracles andanſwers 
inthis bchalfe, as would have purchaſed themeuerlaſting 
credicin all the world.

Havingthusbriefly, yet 1 truſt ſufficiently , diſprooued 
thereligion of the Gentiles,as beinga cruel}; wicked, falle, 
lying, anddeccitfull religion, hauingin it nocertainty at 
allw pon men mightreſt, or allure themſelues ;irre- 
maineth now that I ſhew and prooue againſt them the 
eruth ofthe Chriſtianreligion , which wee profetle, Where 
the firſt argument, to ſhewthe powerfull and vndoubred 
truththereof, ſhall be this: namely, the confesſion of the 
gods ofthe Gentiles, that is, of Divels and helliſh Spirits 
themſclucs, vvho have given teſtimonie thereof, _—

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their owne worſhi peciallywhen therime of Chriſt 
his appearing in the world (vvho ſhould be thelight ofthe 
Gentiles) drew necreand approched. For the manifeſta- 
ton whereof,two Oracles of eFpollo may (ufficezthe one 
whereof vvasto a Pric{tof his ownethat demanded him 
oftruereligion, and of God: towhom hee anſwered thus

The Papiſts ingthattheBcriptures makenothing 
for them, but againſtchem, ( becauſe they vvould have 
the matrercoloured with ſome antiquity, or ſhew of anti- 
quiry at the leaſt )haue deviſed ſome counterfeit and for- 
ged Authors, (as Anacierns, and Anicerns, andfuch like) 
OS ſomching for them. But the falſchood of all 
thoſe, is dicoueredby other writers (if they be well mar- 
ked. ) In Cypriens timeit waydeemed a matter odious for 
anyto takevpon him tobce Biſhop of Biſhops, as'appea 
rerh bythatvoycewhich hee ctjedin the Cooncell uf Car- 
thage, It was likewiſe decreed in the Africane _—_ 
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that none ſhould be called or Prieſts,*or Archprieſt, 
or any ſuchlike, The counſell of Nice did decree, that the 
Biſhop of Rome ſhould keepe himſeife within the com- 
paileof his nce, and not exceed his bounds ; aslike- 
wiſe the Biſhops of Antioch, Ieruſalem, and Con(tanti- 
nople weretodothelike. Other Councels did affirme as 
much, (which becauſe they are ſufficiently knowne, I need 
nottorecite, ) But they all ſhew, that atthoſetimesthe Bi- 
ſhop of Rome had no juriſiRion then within his 
owne province, and that he could not meddle withinthe 
prouincesvof other Biſhops.
